Final plans for the “bonus push” 
were completed Monday afternoon and

erans w.io can't wait to see what con-

‘held by former members of the Amer- 
‘ican army, 

| More than 100 negroes and approx- 
‘imately 75 white veterans are to fall 
in at the state capitol early this 
morning and optimism Monday night 
iran high in both camps—the negroes 
having pitched a big dance and raised 
nearly $200 in cash, and quantities 
of sardines, crackers, salmon, peas, 
turnips, potatoes, coffee and smoking 
tobacco, which was about the range of

| - The negroes were far more fortu- 
nate in the matter of ready cash, their

Cause as Aged Magnate 
Gives Up Interests. 


CHICAGO, June 6.—(/)—Samuel 
Insull announced late today his re- 
tirement from the vast public utility 
system which he founded and extended 
through 28 states and into Canada. 

The 72-year-old power magnate, 
who started his career as a secretary 
to Thomas A. Edison, said ill health 
made it impossible for him to con- 
tinue carrying heavy business respon- 
sibilities. 

Tangled financial affairs in many 
of his utility companies, culminating 
with recevership recently for three of 
his huge holding concerns, had put 
great strain on him in recent months. 

Named to succeed him was James 
Simpson, chairman of the board of 
Marshall Field & Co.,. large Chicago 
department store. Simpson rushed 
home from India by airplane and ship 
in 15 days to take over the duties. 

Insull’s announcement of resigna- 
tion said simply that he had with- 
drawn from chairmanships and direc- 
torships in Commonwealth Edison 
Company, one of the largest concerns 
'of its kind in the world, and from 
like positions in the Peoples Gas, | 
Light & Coke Company and the Pub- | 
lie Service Company of Northern IIli- | 
nois.

The colorful Chicago financier pre- 
sented his resignation unexpectedly to 
President Hoover after months devot- 
ed to orgagiizing the gigantic corpora- 
tion set up to inject new life into the 
nation’s economic system. 

In his letter of resignation to the | 
president, General Dawes said that

to private life, he was suddenly draft- 
ed by the president to head the cor- 
‘poration. 

Confers With Hoover.

Dawes’ letter said that in taking

The $1,118,500,000 tax bill was signed 
into law late today by President Hoo- 
ver while congress dug into the econ- 
omy’ and relief disputes with but a 
forlorn prospect of winding up its 
task before the republican national 
convention meets Monday. 

Believing the higher levies should 
take effect a. soon as possible, to bene- 
fit the stricken treasury, the presi- 
dent attached his signature within an 
hour after the bill reached his desk. 

Word of his action was made known 
by one of the White House secretaries 
simultaneously with another formal 
announcement that Charles G. Dawes 
had resigned as president of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

Hoover Statement. 

In signing the tax bill, President 
Hoover gave out the following state- 
ment : 

“The willingness of our people to 
accept this added ®urden in. these 
times in order impregnably te estab- 
lish the eredit of the federal govern- 
ment is a great tribute to their wis- 
dom and courage. While many of the 
taxes nre not as |] desired, the bill 
will effect the great major purpose 
of assurance to the country and the 
world of the determination of the 


American people to maintain their fi- 
nances and their currency on a sound 


sis. 

While .the increased income taxes 
carried in the bill will not be feit 
yntil the new fiscal year begins July 
1, the excise levies included go inio 
force June 21, 15 days after signin,.

The railroad question is today the 
most serious confronting the nation 
since the issues which brought on the 
Civil War, Chatles J. Haden, Atlanta 
capitalist, said in a talk at the lunch- 
eon Monday of the Atlanta Traffic 
Club. 

He said that the lease of the W. & 
A. railroad was particularly bound up 
in this problem. He said in part: 

“The railways cannot meet their 
obligations and pay the taxes which 
now furnish one-third ‘ef the public 
school system without protection from 
competition from motor carriers hav- 
ing free use of the paved highways. 
What the motor carriers pow: Per is 
too insignificant to be reckoned. The 
money with which the railways pay 
the taxes for 1931 was, in the main, 
borrowed. It is very unlikely that 
they can obtain additional loans to 
meet their taxes for 1932, and s0, 
without additional income, their 
taxes must default and as a conse- 
quence the public schools of Georgia 
will be closed for a considerable por- 
tion of the year. 

“The best opinion today is that 
without some permanent relief from 
unfair competition a large number of 
the railroads will pass into govern- 
ment ownership in some form. The 
federal government pays no state and 
county tax, nor does it pay munici- 
pal demands. Hence, if such federal 
ownership should come to pass, that 
income of 
Georgia must pass from the shoulders 
of the railroads onto the shoulders nf 
already over-burdened taxpayers.” 

Mr. Haden cited the lease of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad as a 
serious problem for Georgia. He said: 

“Georgia receives from the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis railway 
for this lease $1,500 per day. ‘The 
lease runs for a period of 37 years, 
that is to say, about $20,000,000 is 
yet to come to the state from this 
source, if the lessee meets its. obliga- 
tion. The railroad has deposited with 
the. state $600,000 of Georgia bonds 
as security behind the lease, or about 
enouch to cover one year and two 
months’ rent in case the road be- 
comes insolvent. This leaves more 
than 35 years, or about $18,000,000, 
protected only by the signature of 
the railroad. The stock in that road 
has dropped in recent years from $132 
a share to about $10 a share. Not- 
withstanding it ranks as one of the 
stronger lines it has an outstanding 
bond issue of $17,000,000, which is a 
superior lien to its lease contract with 
the state and other railroads in the 
United States of even greater sol- 
vency are imperiled with liquidation. 

“It is not only unfair to the lessve 
of the W. & A. railroad that the 
omnibuses owned by the Pennsylvania 
railroad and other alien lines to oper- 
ate on the highways practically free 
of charge, between Atlanta and Chat-

The Reconstruction Finance Corpo- | 
ration has made little noise since it 
was created in February but it has 
achieved a few things. 

Its directors reported to President 
Hoover over the week-end that $670,- 
000,000 of loans have been made. (Of 
this $170,000,000 went to railroads, 
increasing employment in some cases, 
preventing receiverships in others. 

The corporation has loaned $75,000,- 
000 to 450,000 farmers through the 
department of agriculture. A large 
part of the remainder went to banks, 
and of this 70 per cent. was to banks 
in towns of less than 5,000; 85.000 in 
communities under the 25,000 mark. 

In all some 10,000,000 depositors 
are estimated to have benefitted in 
new safety for their funds. Bank 
failures declined to normal figures 
from a rate of 100 a week at the 
time the corporation was launched,
